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Great Relay Ride. 


The Washington Military Cyclists have 


completed arrangements for a great relay 
ride between Washington, D. C., and New 
York. The race will begin at noon on Sun- 
day, December 1st, and the riders will leave 
Philadelphia at 7.45 p. m., and pass through 
Bristol, according to the calculations made, 
about 10 o'clock at night and reach Trenton 
at 10.45. They will be met at the Closson 
House by Gabriel Scheisser, Jr., and Fred 
MHburn, who will escort them as far as 
Trenton, N. J. First Lieutenant, George 
Freeh, and Second Lieutenant, Joseph De 
Silver wilr be the riders from Philadelphia 
to Trenton, 
the schedule time for their 


trip being three hours. Twenty-three hours 
is allowed for the entire distance 
from 


Washington to New York, 249} miles. 


This is the longest felay ever undertaken 


in this country by any military organiza- 
tion. It is intended to be a practical dem- 
onstration of the ability of the cycle in case 
oi war in carrying messages from post to 
post or command to command regardless of 
distance. Official recognition has been given 
to the proposed relay, and the company will 
ride in pursuance of a general order issued 
from military headquarters. 


Bnclc*' XQpUuopnllun Monies Leave. 
A dispatch from New York says : Nine- 


teenth century monaaticism in the Episco- 
palian Church appears to have been a fail- 
ure, for word comes from Jerico Mountain, 
Solcbury township, Pa., that the order know 
as the Community of St. Benedict has 
adandonod its monastery and given up the 
work which it began in that region last 
Spring. 
The austere community of St. 


Benedict was the outgrowth of the community 
of Brothers of the church, instituted by 
Bishop Potter, of Trinity Church, in Sep- 
tember, 1894. 


As the community increased in numbers 


its members became more ascetio. The idea 
of a truly monastic life seemed to pervade 
them, and they decided to remove to some 
rural district. A commodious farm house 
in Fallsington was taken, and a home for 
orphaned and crippled children opened. 


The life, however, was too austere for 


some members, and they returned to the 
woild. Early in the Autumn Fallsington 
House was given up and the monks went to 
Jerico Mountain, where they lived in great 
poverty. Recently the two remaining mem- 
bers decided to seek places elsewhere.

LETTER FROM COLORADO. 


COLORADO SPUING*, Cot., No»>l(K - 


EDITOU GAZETTE—One more winter away 


from the inclement climate of Bristol is^the 
verdict of the doctors, and, accordingly, I 
am "not in it." We left Philadelphia at 
4.30 in the afternoon of November 14th. 
The journey, as most journeys are, was un- 
eventful. 
We both dislike long railroad 


rides, a thousand miles being all we want at 
a time, and to relieve the monotony we 
stopped over in St. Louis from the evening 
of the 15th to the evening of the 16th and 
took a rest and a little look at that enter- 
prising city, half Western, half Southern in 
characteristics; the largest city west of the 
Mississippi and the fifth in size in the coun- 
try. I sampled the stores by buying a suit 
of clothes for a little less than the same suit 
would have cost in Philadelphia, and, be- 
yond a walk through the chief business part 
of the city, about all we saw was the Plant- 
ers Hotel and the Union Depot. There are 
few better hotels in the East than the Plant- 
ers, and no depot anywhere that I have ever 
been that can begin to compare with the 
Union of St Louis. 
It is one of the most 


absolutely beautiful buildings I have ever 
seen. The location and approach superb 
and the decorative detail, largely mosaic 
and carving, is not surpassed within my ob- 
servation and experience. It much more 
resembles, both inside and out, an enormous 
and magnificent hotel than a railroad depot. 
We were glad of the opportunity to compare 
the Western States with the Southern, so 
soon after visiting the latter. Wo crossed 
over the Pennsylvania mountain region in 
the night, and thus saw scarcely a hill until 
the Rockies appeared. 
While the scenery 


through Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas can scarcely be called scenery 
at all, the people, the little towns, and the 
farm buildings even, all have a human ap- 
pearance. While the land, rich and fertile, 
with great fields of corn or sorghum, alter- 
nating with broad pasture lands teeming 
with droves of horses or great herds of cat- 
tle, make a fit setting for the picture and 


* 
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half civilized, utterly miserable and God- 
forsaken appearance of lower Virginia, North 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida, and yet the 
Southern States have a more propitious cli- 
mate and a soil, though rough looking, as 
well adapted to the local crops as is the 
Western soil, and one would suppose that 
other things being equal the direction of 
movement would be South rather than West. 
Other things, however, have not been equal. 
Tho South has its people, and one going 
there must, of course, conform more or less 
to established custom and recognize existing 
sentiment or else encounter considerable 
friction, while the West was without civilized 
population with absolutely no customs, and 
every one was and apparently still is to a 
remarkable degree at liberty to have his 
own habits, follow his own inclinations and 
possess bis own sentiments. 
Then, too, the 


South is powerty burdened and has little or 
no opportunities for the acquirement of sud- 
"tteu vrcanii, wUITtt Lite West Uua tt» -vr 
ful mines and its cattle ranches that offered 
at first the possibilities of Alladin's lamp, 
and that even yet have not lost their entice- 
ment, and beyond and above all else the 
West has no negroes, while the South is 
bent to the earth by this terrible negro old 
man of the mountain that will continue to 
throttle and retard development for genera- 
tions that are yet inborn. I know it is said 
even by Southern men that ''the negro ques- 
tion is settled." But this is true only from 
the standpoint of practical politics, and in 
my opinion will not remain true for many 
more years even from this standpoint. 


I said that the journey was uneventful. 


A mysterious thing happened, however, in 
Kansas. 
When lunch time came, feeling 


that a little gentle stimulant would be pleas- 
ant and advantageous, I ordered a bottle of 
ale. The waiter said "I am very sorry, sir, 
but we are in Kansas and I cannot serve 
any kind of liquor,'' and then he added in a 
lower voice "There's a gentlemen up in the 
other end of the car and I refused him bee?;" 
and he jes followed me into the pantry and 
collared a bottle and grabbed a corkscrew 
and jes wouldn't listen to me nohow at all, 
but he jes stood there behind the door and 
drank the beer and I couldn't help it." * I 
said "Well,-I've never been in the habit of 
drinking behind tile door, and I don't think 
I'll begin even in Kansas. But if I had only 
thought of it I might have stuck a bottle of 
ale among my hand baggage at St. Louis," 
and the waiter replied stolidly, "Yes, sir, 
that would have been a good idea." He 
started off to get our lunch and I strolled 
into the smoking room to stretch my joints. 
I returned in a few minutes and settling 
myself for a cozy position I happened to see 
the necE of a bottle sticking out from among 
our unpacked traps. I drew it out, and the 
familiar face of Bass's White Label met my 
view. How it got there, when, or by whom, 
I shall never know, but I will take this oc-

'*$4e best whiskey is so-and-so". Give the 
gentleman that bottle," and then to. me 
"Take a good stiff one, sir, the Lord knows 
you need it," and we had a social smile to- 
gether. 
How utterly ludicrous and futile 


are laws that are not sustained by the senti- 
ment of the community. North Carolina has 
a nominal high license law, so high that it 
is practically prohibitive, as it ia intended 
to be, and which applies to distilling as well 
as selling, yet a revenue officer for the West- 
ern District of North Carolina told me that 
the government collected tax in that one dis- 
trict from four hundred distillers that the 
Siate did not license and that there were in 
all probability half as many more that even 
Uncle Sam failed to catch. I firmly believe 
in temperance and have practiced it all my 
life. 
I believe ardently also in rigid super- 


vision and restriction of the liquor traffic, 
but it does seem strange that with all the 
brains we certainly have in these United 
States there are so few places where sound 
common sense is applied to the temperance 
iuirtfio&^^Wl, I didn't intend to moralize 
abtuit anything, but one cannot help speak- 
ing of matters that are prominently forced 
upon his attention.

We met the question all through the South 
and it is quite as frequent here in the West. 
The question that perplexes me to deci'de is 
whether our Southern and Western brethren 
are so much better than we are that the sup- 
pression of drinking is a spontaneous effer- 
vescence of piety, or whether they are so 
much worse that it is necessary for the pre- 
servation of the public peace and happiness 
to restrain the drinking habit. In any event 
it has been my experience in the so-called- 
temperance states that by exercising a little 
finesse I could get good liquor almost al-" 
ways, and without any trouble at all could 
get the vilest, filthiest liquid that ever rotted; 
the stomach of a human being. I recollect, 
reaching the principal hotel of a pretty little 
Southern city one afternoon last spring in a 
condition of utter collapse. I felt that I 
should faint if I hod to go a dozen steps 
more. The other one asked for some1 whiskey 
for me. It could not be had. Tie clerkf 
however, came dp to me and said that there 
was a man who had a room on the fourth 
floor who had a bottle and wag very obliging 
m cases of urgency. After getting my 
breath, a porter helped me up four flights of 
stairs, there being no elevator, and fiually 
reached and unlocked a door. The room 
was bare of furniture except a table and a 
few chairs, but it was loaded to the deck 
with bottled liquor of every known variety. 
I said to the porter ''I suppose this ii'yoifr 


spiracy to injure and annoy a debtor, two 
men who made it a business to solicit the 
payment of debts dressed in green coats and 
caps, will meet with general approval. This 
system of bill-collecting is said to have 
originated with a woman. She would go to 
a town and obtain from the local tradesmen 
a list of bills unpaid, and then send her 
collectors around in fantastic attire to demand 
payment. Of course the collectors in their 
bright green coats would be followed by a 
crowd of boys, and the crowd would stop at 
the door of the debtor to see the interview 
between the victim and his persecutors. At 
length one citizen, a man of good standing 
in Somerville, had the courage to summon 
the bill-collectors before a court of justice, 
and now they are in a fair way to do the 
State some service in a different sort of 
uniform. 


A few years ago the collection of bills by

This made it decidedly 
uncomfortable for a person, for instance, 
receiving such a communication at a box 
used by others as well as himself, while 
even the private householder must have felt 
remarkably cheap when his domestic handed 
him a letter on the envelope of which he 
was arraigned as a dead-beat. A bill in- 
troduced by Senator Vest, of Missouri, put 
a stop to this use or abuse of the mails, and 
other methods, like that of the collectors 
who have come to grief in Somerville, were 
afterward resorted to. Sometimes collectors 
have dressed themselves in shrouds, and 
driven up to houses in wagons resembling 
coffins, and by various other means they 
have sought to compel payment through 
annoyance. The police have usually pros- 
ecuted persons acting in this manner as 
guilty of disorderly conduct whenever com- 
plaint has been made, bul the charge in the

A Lizard On* Hundred Feet Long.

The remains of suoh enormous reptiles 
have beon found in Colorado, Arizona, 
Oregon, Montana, South Dakota, Mary- 
land, Virginia and the two Carolinas.

SUPREME MOMENT IN A LAUNCH. 


It Come§ When the Vessel First Gets Into 


the Water. 


That a iannoh is a matter of mathemat- 


ics, as w«ll as of great skill and labor, li 
shown by tho fact that the man of science 


strain of the ship and its precise condition 
at practically every foot of the journey 
down the ways. If a boat should get in 
the way, or if It should take an unusual 
length of time to knock out the keel 
blocks, or if any one of half a dozen things 
should cause serious delay, the scientific 
man knows just how long be can wait and 
just how far the limit of safety extends. 


There is always one supreme moment 


in a launch, and it Is at a time that escapes 
the average spectator 
It is when the ves- 


sel gets fairly well into the water This is 
when an important factor known as the 
"moment of buoyancy" comes into play. 
If you can imagine a vessel sliding down 
an incline without any water into which 
to drop, you can see that the vessel would 
tip down suddenly at the end which has 
left the ways and would rise at the end 
etill on the incline. But really in success- 
ful launches the stern of the vessel Is grad- 
ually lifted up by the water, and this 
throws the weight forward on that part of 
the ship still resting on the ways 
The 


force of the water is called the "moment 
of buoyancy," and the natural tendency of 


stream is called the "moment of weight." 
Now, the moment of buoyancy must al- 
ways be greater than the moment of 
weight, but it must not be very much 
greater, for H It were it -would throw too 
much weight forward on tbe part of the 
ship still on the ways and might break 
them down or Injure the plates or keel of 
tbe ship. When the great English battle- 
ship Ramillios was launched, this did 
really happen, and so great was the htrain 
near the bow that parts of the cradle were 
actually pushed right into the bottom ol 
the vessel. It is this danger of disaster 
that causes the scientific launcher to mat 
the most careful calculations as to the con- 
ditions surrounding the shl" at every foot

\vhcniiii tlio mold is iniiclo oonsists of two 
purtrt conhtrtiotod of boiler Iron of a gen- 
ornl lioll form and pluntlfully perforated 
with liolos for oKfiiplng s«s while casting, 
one bi Ing so much loss in si'/o than its ful- 
low a. 
1- to givo K]i(Viv for the loam forming 


aniuinl tlie molil between tho two. No 
"pntti'rn," as tlio term is generally usud, 
is iiTM'icled. The two parts of tho mold 
ore "swopt" by "forjnorh," accurately 
flnlshi il from thin iron to the form intend 
od for tho innor and outer surfaces of tho 
boll. 
Thouo "formers" are mounted nnd 


rotuted over the applied loam. Five courses 
of lowin und clay arc successively applied, 
"swept" and bukod, to complete each 
mold. Buforu this work is done, however, 
the inner flailc is wound near tlio top with 
a rope made of hay. As tho shrinkage Is 
very groat as tho oaBtiiigs cool, difficulty 
would be met with in getting tho flask 
aiid Icnin out of the nearly parallel insldo 
top. This "pinch" is obvlured by tiling 
thli destructible base, which permits tho 
oollap-in of the loam after tho heat of tho 
nuitnl lias consumed tho hay. 


Tim <lvo courses laid on tho fliisUs are: 


Loam, u mixture of loam, fire clay and 
nanuro; two successive coatings of pow 
lerud llro tlay, and, lastly, a thin coirtlng 
if briuk and flro clay combined with fonn 
dry facing. Ench of these coatings k baked 
n an ovun before tho succooding 0110 is ap- 
illod. 
Tiio coatings are "swept" by the 


onm rs, as applied, both in tho inner anc 
outer flasks, by careful adjustments as to 
hickiu'SH of materials, so that wlion the 
exterior mold 
is> placed over tho interior a 


space corresponding to tho intondud thick- 
.icss mid shape of tho boll shall exist. In- 
scriptions or ombolllshmwits to ho imuk 
upon tho bell are provided for with tho 


t routing by mi-ail i of a "knurl," 01 


whaoJ, JmvlnflT tho do&irad luotto rtllsoc 
ipon its porlphory, tho wliool being onre- 
'ully rolled around tho soft surface and 
saving its imprint in tho clay. Other de- 
signs are impressed from dies of tho re 
julroil ornament, and Hie usual "beading" 
is accomplished by notches in tho edge of 
;ho swoop. 


Tho two parts of tho flask being placed 


iogothor are firmly held in position by 
many clamps, the tendency of hot bell 
metal to squeeze through and force a sep- 
aration of flasks being very great. As the 
mold iicnrs completion a flro Is started in 
a near by reverboratory furnace, in which 
is placed the desired charge of copper, and 
when tho copper is melted tho tin is added 
in its proportion. The melted metal being 
ready, tho furnace is tapped, the bright 
stream caught in n huge ladle swung over 
the n lold by a orano and poured into the 
opon mouth of tho mold until it is filled. 
Aftei cooling and removal from ths mold 
tho boll is usually polished with sand and 
water in special revolving grinding ma- 
chine s. Tho tongue and clapper, tho yoke 
and wheel ore now attached and the whole 
euspi ndod in Its frame. 
In making a 


ohimo tho bells are, after completion, tem- 
poral ily sot up and regularly tested by 
skill' d bell ringers, from tho permanent 
chiming stand of tho foundry.—Milwau- 
kee Wisconsin.

Drew the Lightning. 


An extraordinary case ot lightning stroke 


fatality ta reported from Shoeburyness, 
Englacd. A. man was walking along • 
footpath shaded by trees. As he was pass- 
ing under the last tree ot the row the 
lightning flash struck him. He was killed 
Instantly. 


No wound was apparent. The hair was 


einged short over the left side ot the head. 
The left eyebrow and eyelashes and the 
left side ot the mustache were practically 
gone. There were bums on the left cheek 
and over the abdomen. The burns were of 
varions sizes and interrupted, the largest 
tfeitig' about 1K inches In diameter. Wher- 
ever the burns were made the epidermis 
was entirely destroyed and gone. 


By contrast with those comparatively 


slight signs of the passage of tho fatal cur- 
rent its effect on the clothing of the man 
was strangely fantastic. 
The hat was 


found to be in small shreds, but the coat 
and waistnoat were only slightly damaged. 


A blue woolen jersey was almost unin- 


jured. The gray flannel shirt wus split in 
the same direction as the burns, and a 
merino undorvost next the skin was split 
into the line of the burns two-thirds troin 
above downward. The edges of tho vest 
crumbled whon handled, but were not 
charred black. There was a hole through 
the watch pocket. The trousers were split 
into long vortical ribbons in both logs, but 
more especially along the line ot the barns. 
The right pooket; was blown to shreds. Its 
contents, about 14 shillings in silver, woro 
picked up at the time of removing the 
body. 


In the left hand breast packet of tho do- 


ceased wore found 37 sovereigns and 28 
half sovereigns in a common leather, jaw 
opening purse, which hod a metal rim and 
closed by two email knobs. Nearly ail .the 
coins were wrapped up in separate pieces 
of thin pnper, and the purBO was tied up 
in a handkerchief. In the waistcoat pooket 
on the right side was a'silver matchbox 
containing two nnignlted wax matches, 
also a silver Geneva watch. Two of the 
half sovereigns were slightly fused and ad- 
hering together. One sovereign was part- 
ly fused on one side as though a splash of 
metal had been thrown on it. 


Many of the gold coins and also many 


of the silver coins showed fusion of the 
milling of the edges only. The watoh had 
a bole one-fourth of an inch in diameter 
through the outer case by the hinge, a 
splash of metal on the rim of the dome 
and another on the bow. The metal rim 
of the purse was fused inside, and the 
purse had a hole through one side of the 
leather. 


There can be no doubt that the gold at- 


tracted the lightning. Had the deceased 
not been immediately under the tree his 
head would probably not have been struck 
flret, but the gold would have received the 
discharge direct. The path of the current 
was through tho head to the largest burn

The Story of the Poverty of HI* Eaily 


Home In Kentucky* 


The Kentucky home into which the 


child came was a poor one. The cabin was 
not "tho picturesque, vine clad one of the 
story books,'' soya a resident of the coun- 
try who has followed in detail the scenes 
of the president's early life, "but one 
standing out in a clearing, with only one 
small room, a door, but no window, a 
etiok chimney, with open cracks, through 
which swept the winds, the rain, the 
snows of winter and tho swarms of mos- 
quitoes in summer. We take an Inventory 
of the furniture of that cabin—bunks, the 
mattress of dry leaves, the slab stools, the 
open fireplace. We note the absence of 
even tho necessities of life—neither stove, 
window nor floor." The only one of Mr. 
Lincoln's early acquaintances now living, 
Mr. Austin Golloher, said to a representa- 
tive of this magazine in describing the 
poverty of these early surroundings: 


"At the time of Abraham's birth his 


father was away from home. Some of her 
neighbors who were with Mrs. Lincoln at 
tho event learned that she was destitute of 
anything in the nature of food. Some of 
the ladies called upon Judge William Cess- 
na, one of the most prominent men of that 
time in this section, in Mrs. Lincoln's be- 
half, and he donated flour and other arti- 
cles of food." 


The picture Is dark, but fortunately 


there are those who remember pleasanter 
things about, It. Christopher Columbus 
Graham, whose statements have already 
beon quoted, says of some of the stories of 
the poverty in Thomas Lincoln's family: 


"It is all stuff about Tom Lincoln keep- 


ing his wife In an open shed in a winter 
when the wild animals left the woods and 
stood in the corners next the stick and 
clay chimneys so as not to freeze to death, 
or, if climbers, they got on the roof. They 
had a cow and calf, > milk and butter, a 
good feather bed; for I have slept in It 
while they took the buffalo robes on the 
floor, because I was a doctor. They had 
home woven 'kiverlids,1 big and little pots, 
a loom and wheel, and William Hardesty, 
who was there, too, can say with me that 
Tom Lincoln was a man and took oare ol 
his wife."—Ida M. Tarbell in MoClure's 
Magazine.

Wo cannot conceive of a higher aulnm 


without veins nnd lymph vessels. But in 
water plants wu not seldom miss tho long 
and broad ducts of whioh the vascular sys 
tern of land plants is constituted. At al 
events the vessels do not perform so im 
portant a part in the vegetable kingdom 
as tho circulation of tho life juices in the 
animal kingdom.

Brace of internal organs is met in an alga 
which forms groon fields in the deeper 
p;<rts of tho Mediterranean sea. It bos 
sKmder, branching, horizontally creeping 
si cms whioh develop above in the water 
ii to loaves and below in the sand into fine 
thread roots. Bnt the whole plant, often 
nmny feot in length, consists only of sin 
glo gigantic cells. A tough skin Incloses 
its juices, whioh flow in a; continuous 
st ream through the stem, leaves and roots 
of tho curious -growth, here taking u] 
through the skin and assimilating ininera 
substances, there producing and trans 
f i >rmirig organic matter, and at the same

Falaoo at St. Petersburg. 


Perhaps the largest residence in the 


•world is the winter palaoo at St. Peters- 
burg. It has 700 rooms, many at thorn of 
enormous size and some so large that tho 
White House at Washington could bo oreot- 
ed in tliom, portico and nil. It is said that 
5,000 soldiers hate at different times been 
sheltorud under Its groat roof. The store- 
rooms of the winter palace are filled with 
the ohl Da of tho Russian czars as far back 
as Catherine tho Groat, and here a woman 
collector was able to obtain samples by 
purchasing thorn of tho attendants, who 
brought tho pieces to her hotel one at a 
time for several days afterward and de- 
manded only moderate prloes—not more 
than sumo plates would bo worth at a shop 
without considering tho value of associa- 
tion. 


The imperial china Is all ol Russian 
tfuuriiuture ana aoos nat'oijuav in quali- 


ty nor In luster the product of Austria or 
Germany or France. It is plain and coarse, 
and tho decorations aye not very artistic, 
although thoro is in tho winter palace a 
world famous table service of solid silver 
overlaid with gold that will furnish a 
banquot of 500 covers. It dates back to 
tho time of tho crazy Emperor Paul, who 
was tho son of Catherine tho Groat, 


The plates used by all the ozars are 


larger tnau tbo ordinary size. Those of 
Catherine wore ornamented with conven- 
tional designs of blue and gold and bore 
the Imperial crest In tho center. Nicholas, 
"The Iron Czar," as he was called, used 
enorm ons plates and oups and saucers of 
the commonest ohina, hoavy and coarse, 
which were also decorated with blue, and 
in the center bore his initial, with a crown 
and cross. The ohina of Alexander II, 
who was assassinated by the nihilists, was 
a llttln better in quality, but of similar 
designs, only it bore the Initial A and an 
eagle with outspread wings. 
Thajt of his 


successor is of the same pattern and bears 
the same initial, with the distinctive III 
under the A to indicate that it_belonged 
"to tlfe ffilraTfilSHSroBTSr'tliatTtSame. ""

It is said that the private china in the 


smaller palaces is very different and of 
much better quality. It was imported by 
the empress from England, but strangers 
ore not allowed to visit them, and it is im- 
possible to obtain a sample.—San Francis- 
co Chronicle.

Persian carpets, of course, are still, as 


they have always been, superior in beauty 
and durability to all others, but their ex- 
ponslvencss disqualifies them from compe- 
tition with Indian, Turkish and British 
fabrics and places them in the category of 
those exceptionally costly "articles de 
luxe" iu the possession of whioh only the 
very wealthy may rightfully indulge them- 
selves. A few years ago, at the sale of the 
Goupll collection in Purls, the equivalent 
In French currency of SO, 000 was paid for 
one square of "old Persian" measuring 7 
feet by 6, and several others of small size 
wore eagerly snapped up at from IS, 500 to 
14,000 apiece. For an exemplifloatiou of 
their lasting capacities we may quote Sir 
Murdoch Smith, who states that the floor 
of the principal pavilion of the Chobel 
SI tun palace at Ispahan is covered with a 
superb oarpot, still In fine condition; Which 
has been iu continuous use for 800 years— 
that is, over since tho time of Shah Abbas, 
who reigned toward the oloso of the six- 
teenth century. Even at tho present day 
in Persia itself as much as $1,000 is often 
asked and paid fora small carpet.—St.
